To  the  Citizens  of  Dalton: 

During  the  year  of  1957,  five  Salk  Vaccine  Clinics  were 
held  in  Whitefield,  at  the  Morrison  Hospital,  sponsored  by 
the  N.  H.  State  Department  of  Health,  in  cooperation  with 
the  local  School  Nurse,  and  the  Supt.  of  Schools.  One  hun- 
dred and  fifty-five  children  from  Dalton  attended  these  clin- 
ics, 17  received  first  injections,  20  received  second  injections, 
and  118  received  third  injections. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  all  the  children  attending 
school  in  the  town  of  Dalton  have  received  three  injections. 

In  February,  March,  and  April,  Triple  Toxoid  Clinics  for 
the  Immunization  of  Whooping  Cough,  Diphtheria  and  Tet- 
anus were  held,  and  the  following  number  of  children  com- 
pleted their  series  of  three  injections: 

Pre-school  23,  School  26,  Boosters  given  to  29  children, 
and  Vaccinations  to  11  children. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  Citizens  of  Dal- 
ton, and  at  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  them  for  their 
cooperation,  and  at  any  time  I  hope  they  will  feel  free  to  call 
on  me  if  I  can  be  of  any  service  to  them.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dalton: 

The  school  board  herewith  submits  its  annual  report. 
The  report  includes  the  treasurer's  report  for  the  fiscal  year 
July  1,  1956  to  June  30,  1957,  with  a  statement  of  expendi- 
tures; budgets  and  estimated  receipts  for  the  present  school 
year  and  for  next  year;  and  written  reports  by  the  super- 
intendent and  the  school  nurse. 

The  budget  for  the  coming  year  appears  to  be  about  the 
same  as  last  year.  The  increase  in  tuition  costs  at  White- 
field  is  offset  somewhat  by  a  decrease  in  number  of  tuition 
pupils.  An  estimated  balance  of  $2,500.00  on  June  30,  1958 
also  helps  to  decrease  the  assessment  and  bring  it  very  close- 
ly into  line  with  that  of  the  past  year. 

We,  therefore,  request  an  appropriation  of  $39,003.60, 
including  $2,500.00  for  capital  reserve.  This  will  call  for  an 
assessment  by  taxation  of  approximately  $20,503.60  which 
amount  is  slightly  less  than  the  assessment  of  this  past  year.

7.  To  see  if  the  district  v^^ill  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  to  exceed  $2,500.00  as  a  capital  reserve  fund 
for  the  construction  of  a  new  central  school,  said  funds  to 
be  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  trustees  of  trust  funds  and 
reserved  for  the  construction  of  a  new  central  school  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Laws  of  1943,  Chapter  160  as  amended  by 
the  Laws  of  1945,  Chapter  35  and  Laws  of  1947,  Chapter  8.

To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application 
against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to 
be  received  from  state  equalization  fund  together  with  other 
income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  bal- 
ance between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

12.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  build  and  equip  a 
new  elementary  school  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not 
to  exceed  seventy-four  thousand  ($74,000.00)  dollars  for  the 
construction,  equipment  and  furnishing  of  such  new  elemen- 
tary school  and  the  acquisition  of  any  real  property  that  may 
be  necessary  for  its  location;  and  vote  to  use  and  apply  cap- 
ital reserve  funds  previously  raised  and  appropriated  for  the 
aforesaid  purpose;  and  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  bor- 
row on  the  credit  of  the  district  under  the  Municipal  Finance 
Act  or  any  other  enabling  authority  a  sum  to  pay  for  all  or 
any  portion  of  the  sum  or  sums  so  appropriated;  and  author- 
ize the  school  board  to  determine  the  terms  and  conditions 
upon  which  the  notes  and/or  bonds  shall  be  issued;  and  take 
any  other  action  incidental  to  or  in  connection  with  the  fore- 
going.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 
To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Dalton: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  annual  re- 
port relative  tc  your  school. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  faculty  this  past  year.  The 
total  enrollment  this  past  year  was  81  as  compared  with  a 
total  of  80  pupils  to  date  this  year.  There  are  at  the  present 
time  26  pupils  enrolled  in  Whitefield  High  School  and  21  pu- 
pils enrolled  in  the  elementary  grades  in  Whitefield.  There 
are  also  four  foster  children  from  Dalton  attending  schools 
in  Lancaster  and  Bethlehem. 

The  school  lunch  program  continues  to  operate  most  effi- 
ciently under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Eleanor  Bell.  The  pro- 
posed budget  this  year  calls  for  the  operation  of  the  program 
for  the  entire  school  year  beginning  in  September  1958.  Dal- 
ton has  accepted  the  provisions  of  the  special  milk  program 
this  year  and  pupils  are  paying  4  cents  per  bottle  for  milk, 
instead  of  the  usual  6  cents  per  bottle.  Federal  reimburse- 
ment for  the  balance  is  received  each  month. 

It  should  be  noted  that  tuition  costs  per  pupil  at  White- 
field  and  other  schools  will  be  higher  next  year.  These  in- 
creases are  due  to  increases  in  costs  in  all  schools  throughout 
the  state  and  country. 

The  committee  appointed  at  a  previous  school  district 
meeting  to  act  with  the  school  board  as  an  elementary  school 
building  committee  has  worked  diligently  this  year.  It  has 
interviewed  a  number  of  architects,  has  studied  various  types 
of  buildings  and  has  looked  at  plans  of  buildings  similar  to 
what  is  needed  in  Dalton. 

Your  committee,  because  of  lack  of  funds  or  a  directive 
from  the  meeting  last  spring,  has  not  been  able  to  employ  an 
architect  to  present  definite  plans.  I  feel  confident  it  has 
done  everything  it  could  legally  accomplish  and  will  have  a 
report  for  you  at  the  annual  school  district  meeting  in  March. 

The  report  of  the  school  nurse  will  be  found  on  separate 
pages  of  this  report.  Mrs.  McGinley  continues  to  carry  on 
an  excellent  program  in  your  school. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to 
the  school  board,  teachers  and  citizens  of  Dalton  for  their 
continued  cooperation.

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FOREST  FIRE  PREVENTION  IS 
EVERYBODY'S  BUSINESS 

New  Hampshire  faces  a  continuing  challenge  in  its  forest 
fire  problem — 97  percent  of  all  our  forest  fires  being  man- 
caused  and  preventable — a  serious  indictment  of  interest  in 
our  own  welfare  and  that  of  our  neighbor.  Both  the  State 
and  the  towns  are  striving  diligently  to  effectively  meet  the 
challenge  through  education  of  the  public  to  the  threat  fire 
presents  to  our  woodlands;  by  maintaining  a  well  trained 
corps  of  wardens  and  deputy  wardens  in  every  community 
and  by  providing  ample  opportunity  for  all  who  wish  to  dis- 
pose of  unwanted  waste  materials.  Careless  and  perverse- 
ness,  however,  continue  to  be  the  big  hurdles. 

Thoughtlessly  discarded  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  from  moving  vehicles,  by  hikers,  hunters  and  fisher- 
men; careless  burning  of  debris  during  hazardous  periods  in 
dangerous  locations;  illegal  burning;  improperly  extinguish- 
ed debris,  camp  and  cook  fires — all  result  in  serious  loss  of 
property,  disruption  of  industry  and  farm  work  and  unneces  ? 
sary  expenditure  of  town  and  state  funds. 

To  meet  the  challenge  successfully,  the  state,  your  com- 
munity and  your  local  forest  fire  warden  need  YOUR 
thoughtful  and  cooperative  effort  —  The  rules  are  simple. 

1.  Don't  burn  at  home — use  your  town  dump  and  avoid 
all  fire  problems. 

2.  If  you  do  burn,  be  sure  to  secure  a  written  permit 
from  your  local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground  is  not 
covered  with  snow.  Permits  are  required  for  open  debris 
fires,  home  incinerators,  outdoor  fireplaces  and  camp  fires. 
Your  warden  is  instructed  to  permit  burning  if  weather  con- 
ditions, site  and  type  of  burning  are  safe. 

3.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material — cigars,  cigarettes 
and  matches — are  completely  out  before  discarding  them. 
Use  ash  trays  in  automobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  your  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires 
are  completely  out  before  leaving  them. 

5.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burn- 
ing requirements. 

6.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and 
aid  him  to  extinguish  it. 
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REMEMBER  —  the  fire  you  prevent  might  be  the  one 
which  could  burn  YOUR  property.
